They did not kill 
Peart. This is my theory: She took 
the medicine while in Jacksou’s room 
and died. and the boys took ber body 
across the river and cut off the head 
to avoid identification.” 
loiter Miss Hollingsworth told the 
police all she knew. 
She said she 
bought for Pearl Bryan three kinds 
of drugs bere and Instructed lier to 
buy another drug in Cincinnati, but 
to be careful of it aa it was deadly 
poison and would kill her if not used 
correctly. 
Miss Hollingsworth says 
Pearl Bryan then said to her: “I will 
go to Cincinnati and take the stuff, 
and lf It kills me I will be near Jack­ 
son and he will have to swing for It.’

Indianapolis. Feb. 12. — Lulu May 
Hollingsworth, the young woman who 
Is supposed to know something about 
the Fort Thomas 
murder mystery, 
made another alleged confession to­ 
day. 
She says the death of Pearl 
Bryan was caused by an abortion, and 
that It was performed in a stairway in 
this city. 
Miss Hollingsworth says 
she performed the abortion at the re­ 
quest of Mias Bryan. She also claims 
to have received a letter from Jackson 
In which he explains how and where 
the woman was decapitated. In the 
letter, according to her story. Jackson 
said that Miss Bryan died in his room, 
that he hired a horse and buggy and 
employed a negro to assist him. The 
negro, with the body of MIG Bryan, 
drove to Fort Thomas, where Jacksoh 
was in waiting. The negro cut off the 
head of the young woman with a 
cleaver and Jackson threw’ it into the 
river from the suspension bridge. The 
police here lielieve Miss Hollingsworth 
Is a notoriety seeker and discredit lier 
story. So far she has been unable to 
verify her story, and although the of­ 
ficers have worked constantly they 
have been unable to find anything to 
substantiate it. 
More Evidence. 
Cincinnati, Feb. 12.—While the au­ 
thorities here are investigating wheth­ 
er Pearl Bryan was murdered in this 
city and her body hauled acrosr-the 
river to Fort Thomas the grand Jury at 
Newport, Ky., is inquiring into the 
mystery and Indictments are expected 
tor the murder in Kentucky. Although 
the decapitated 
body was found a 
week ago last Saturday the head has 
not yet lieen found. It is not know’n 
where Pearl was murdered and how 
she was murdered or when. 
It has 
been believed she was murdered Fri­ 
day night, Jan. SI, but to-day the 
theory is held that she w’as murdered 
on Thursday night. And now comes 
the story of May Lulu Hollingsworth 
of Indianapolis that she was with 
Pearl in Indianapolis when the latter 
bought drugs with suicidal intent, etc. 
Aa Miss Hollingsworth is regarded as 
an Intimate friend of Jackson the de­ 
tectives have paid special attention to 
the Indianapolis end of the line to-day 
while the search for the head and all 
possible information was kept up by 
the officers here, st Covington, New­ 
port and elsewhere.

The 
members of the Klattke family were 
found dead early this morning In their 
little cottage at 207 Bemean avenue, 
two Mocks fro.a Cuyler station, a 
suburb on the Chicago is Northwest­ 
ern railroad. The discovery was made 
by Matthew Brown, a saloonkeeper. 
Mr. Brown, wishing some work done, 
called at the Klattke residence to se­ 
cure the services of the carpenter. He 
rapped on the door, but there was no 
response. Knowing that the Klattkes 
were early risers, he became sus­ 
picious, called neighbors and broke in. 
In the house he found the seven 
corpses. Each had a bullet wound In 
the head. In each case the ball had 
penetrated the brain, and death had 
evidently been Instantaneous. Beside 
the body of Richard Klattke lay a re­ 
volver and empty cartridge shells were 
scattered about the rooms. 
Mr. Brown took a hasty survey only 
of the premises, and then hastened to 
send word to the police. A detail of 
officers was sent lo the scene in a pa­ 
trol wagon, and a more careful exami­ 
nation was made of the surroundings. 
There seemed but little more to com­ 
plete the tale told by Brown. Every­ 
thing pointed to a deliberately planned 
murder by the head of the family, and 
a desire to place himself and family 
beyond any further earthly troubles. 
A close examination of the remains 
showed that one of the victims alone 
had any warning of her fate. This 
was Mrs. Rate Klattke, the wife of 
the murderer. She, it appeared, had 
struggled with her husband before the 
fatal shot was fired. Her hands were 
scratched and her clothing torn. She 
had evidently been overpowered and 
thrown on the bed beside the dead 
body 
of her little 
seven-year-old 
daughter Emma. Neighbors of the 
dead family my that Klattke was 
driven to desperation by his misfor­ 
tunes and inability to get work. 
I A quantity of potatoes and other 
provisions were discovered in the 
house and In a bureau drawer were 
$4. The pollee and physicians reached 
the conclusion that Klattke was men­ 
tally unsound and his act was the re­ 
sult of brooding over a recent simitar 
crime in this city, the perpetrator of 
which was Jena Hansen, a Danish 
fugitive from justice. 
■ It turns out that Klattke, was an 
anarchist. He had 
been 
drinking 
prior to the commission of his whole­ 
sale crime. 
The house where the 
tragedy took place contains a number 
of anarchistic lithographs.

RED RIVMM TRAGEDY. 


Second Attempt nt Murder to Avoid 
Exposure of the First. 
Winnipeg, Man., Feb. 7.—William 
Smith was probably fatally shot by 
John Landmill early this morning 
while quarreling on the banks of Red 
river In this city. Landmill had con­ 
fessed to Smith that he had attempted 
to murder Supt. Glenwright, of the 
Electric Street railway, several weeks 
ago. Smith threatened to peach on 
Landmill whereupon the latter en­ 
deavored to put Smith out of the way 
by firing four shots into his body, 
covering him over with snow, leaving 
him for dead.

Havana, Feb. 12.—The steamer Al­ 
fonso XIII. arrived here at 8 o’clock 
this morning, having on board Gen. 
Weyler, the new captain general of 
Gabs; Nicolau. marquis of Tenertffe, 
and Generals Enrique Barges, Ferder- 
lco Ocbando, Miguel Melquizo, Marin- 
ties Ahuemada, Luis Gastello, Sanchez 
Bemat and Juan Arolas, the latter be­ 
ing the hero of Jolo, Fhillipplne 
islands. The entire city was brilliant­ 
ly decorated in honor of tile occasion, 
and the bay was a splendid sight, all 
the war ships and merchant craft pres­ 
ent being decorated with bunting. The 
wharves were crowded with people at 
an early hour, and all the steamers 
and tug boats procurable were loaded 
with sightseers. The chamber of com­ 
merce, the bourse, all the big com­ 
mercial houses and government de­ 
partments, the Canarian association, 
Gen. Weyier’s countrymen and others 
crowded upon the chartered steamers 
or stout the landing places 
Gen. Weyler received the city coun­ 
cil on board the Alfonso XIII. He was 
presented with an address of welcome 
and assurance of loyalty. 
Later he 
came ashore and was received by Gen. 
Marin-and staff. 
The streets were 
tacked with people who displayed the 
greatest enthusiasm. Ile seemed to be 
much pleased with his reception, and 
upon arriving at the palace formally 
looked over the duties of the captain 
generalship, taking the oath of fealty 
over a crucifix and upon a Bible. Gen. 
Marin administered the oath of office, 
and soon afterward he received the lo­ 
cal military and civil authorities, tho 
different corporations aud the bishops 
and priests. 
Tile German warships 
which are here saluted the arrival of 
Gen. Weyler, as did all the Spanish 
warships in port and the forts astor* 
It is asserted that the German ships 
will now go to Venezuela In order to 
enforce the demands which certain 
German railroad 
contractors nave 
made upon the Venezuelan govern­ 
ment for the payment of certain guar­ 
antees for their work. 
After the reception was completed 
Gen. Weyler appeared upon the bal­ 
cony of.the palace and reviewed the 
troops. His appearance was the sig­ 
nal for a long outburst of most en­ 
thusiastic cheering, firing of cannon 
and the sound of martial music, all the 
hands of the city being stationed at 
different points. Thousands of people 
flocked into the city from nil direc­ 
tions before daybreak. The military 
procession was very fine. 
Accompanying tile captain general 
were two captains, known as “military 
editors.” They will most likely have 
charge of the press censorship here, 
and it is already rumored that there 
will be considerable more difficulty ex 
perienoed in this direction by the cor- 
respondents in the future.

He 
teaches, above everything else, that a 
people ‘can only be happy when they 
have the fewest necessities. 
Hence, 
the return to the primitive condition, 
which he finds in the simple life of Hie 
peasant. The government la not afraid 
of Tolstoi; the genial dreamer la not 
regarded as dangerous. 
Of lat£ Tolstoi has devoted his ef­ 
forts to writiug for the people. He baa 
determined to turn to the hundred mil­ 
lion instead of the upper ten thousand. 
He has written a series of short narra­ 
tive legends, symbolical stories and 
tales, which, thanks to his disinter 
estedness, are« sold 
for 
about two 
copeks (Ic) adnumber. These books 
are meant to give to the Russian peas­ 
ant. who is by degrees awakening from 
a sleep of a thousand years, the food 
which is suited to his mind. They are, 
to a great extent, of a religious nature; 
of that religion which teaches to hold 
out the right cheek when the left has 
been struck. That is what our people 
have lieen doing all along; it is time 
they changed. 
As a socialist I should admire Tolstoi 
exceedingly, but it Is a peculiarity of 
his that he is not able to penetrate the 
economical causes of unhappiness and 
misery. “Money is the cause of it all, 
he says; aud 
although 
he is very 
wealthy, he hardly ever has any money 
about him. 
Tolstoi believes in the Russian peo­ 
ple and distrusts the culture of West­ 
ern Europe. He cherishes a reverence 
for the universe and for fate, but has 
none for science, art and culture. In 
his view, nothing depends on science 
or art. Life and death are the two 
great inscrutable things. 
The great 
sermon which life and death daily 
preach into the ear of the author stifles 
the noise of the whole world for him. 
The understanding of men seems to 
him so weak In the face of the enigma 
of life that the simplest intelligence 
here is no better than the highest. And 
the will of man Is to be counted as 
nothing in regard to the irresistible 
stream of historic events. It is not the 
leader of the army who in reality leads 
the array; fate drives It on. 
Tolstoi is a pure romanticist to the 
extent that he does not seek his Ideal 
before, but behind, him, in the lowest 
classes. Tolstoi does not advance our 
literature, which is not in its deca­ 
dence, but in full prosperity. 
His 
works have been criticised so much 
that it is useless to do so now. “War 
and I’ca ce." “Anna Karenina.” “Boy­ 
hood aud Youth,” as well as his short 
stories, are masterpieces. The “Kreut­ 
zer Sonata” I have never read, as It 
was prohibited in Russia, and the rest 
of his other works I shall never read. 
I like to remember Tolstoi by hts first 
works, which benefited humanity far 
more than the little books which the 
peasant reads without even knowing 
who has written them. The common 
classes of Russia look upon Count 
Tolstoi as a “Tsehndak,” which is near­ 
ly as good a term as "crank,” although 
it is a Russian expression. 
I, for my own part, am sorry that 
Tolstoi has not continued as he has 
begun, that he has not given us more 
characters like “Pierre Besukoff” and 
“Prince Andrew" in “War and Peace,” 
and “Levin” in “Anna Karenina.” For 
these I feel almost inclined to pardon 
him the description of 
“Ivan” the 
drunkard, and the peasant “Grischa,” 
who does nothing but I nut his wife.— 
Sophie Friedland in New York Ledger.

Bain* will cease aud dry weather 
come again .yet we hope It will not be 
so long and severe as the drouth of the 
past season. To be ready, however, 
for the drouth, lf we are ta have an­ 
other, is only profiting by our past ex­ 
perience And no time is so good for 
preparation as during the farmers’ 
leisure in the winter. After the drouth 
commenced last spring, aud muck 
was like an ash-heap—so loose and dry 
that our celery and cabbagoeays 
w 
that our celery, cabbage and other 
plants could uot get moisture enough 
to keep them alive, we thought of a 
“jnimp” we had seen the cut and de­ 
scription of, in some farm paper a 
long time ago ,ns being just what we 
needed to get the water out of tho 
ditch or creek and onto the surface. 
Rather late in the day, but we went 
to work and made a double pump, as 
follows: One piece 2x4, dressed and 
exactly four inches wide, and eight 
feet long; two pieces, 1x4, six feet 
long; two boards, 1x12, six feet long. 
When nailed together, we had each 
side of the 2x4 a chamber four inches 
square and six feet long. The top of 
the 2x4 piece was six inches above the 
others at the top and eighteen inches 
below the others at the bottom. This 
rested on the bottom of the creek. I 
nailed a square piece over each end at 
the bottom, with a two-inch hole 
through it aud a valve on the upper 
side. Plunger rod and bucket with a 
valve (like regular pump bucket, only 
It was square) for each chamber, and 
attached at the top to a handle set in 
a mortise and working on a bolt 
through the top of the 2x4 piece. The 
handle is two and a half inches wide, 
one inch thick, of good oak about four 
feet long .and a round pin through 
each end. After the hole was made in 
one of the sides to let out the water 
and a wide spout fitted to receive the 
discharge from both pumps, it was 
ready for work and looked something 
like this: 
The troughs to conduct the water 
are made of 1x6 hemlock, sixteen feet 
long for the side, and 1x8 hemlock, 
same length, for bottom ,or water can 
be run in small ditches. A very rude 
and cheap affair, but when I tell you 
that two small boys will throw a gal­ 
lon of water a second, nearly two 
bushels a minute, and keep it up for 
an hour a t a time, you will say the 
pump is a “daisy.” Had I had this 
pump before setting ray plants, I 
should have been many dollars ahead 
at the harvest time. This winter I 
shall make two more of these pumps, 
six inches square, instead of four, aud 
expect to throw with them about dou­ 
ble the quantity of water, or about 
four barrels per minute, and don’t in­ 
tend the cost will exceed $2 each for 
material and work.—Uncle Dudley, In 
Michigan Farmer. 


What ta Pleat far Pratt!. 
For profit in the garden, plant a large 
patch of sweet corn—two kinds—one of 
the early varieties, sud! aa early Ver­ 
mont or other reliable sorts, and the 
Champion, which makes very fine large 
ears for later nae. Prepare the ground 
carefully, manure in the hill, cultivate 
freely, hoe and keep free from weeds. 
In every third or fourth hill plant Hub­ 
bard squash seeds. When corn is right 
for table use, eat all you can, dry or 
ran all you wish for winter use, and 
there will still be plenty of fine ears to 
market at IO or 12 cents per dozen. 
While yon are doing this, squashes are 
growing, and when gathered in the fall 
will sell readily at 2 to 3 cents per 
pound. Hubbard squashes we think do 
better planted with corn in this way 
than when given separate ground, ami 
while not growing as large as some 
other sorts, market better. Wo keep 
bugs off tho vines by applying wood 
ashes when the dew is on the vines.. 
To increase the size of squashes, pinch! 
off ends of vines, also pick some of tho 
later blossoms and small fruit that w ill 
not mature. 
Cucumbers may also profitably bo 
raised In the garden. Planted in rows,, 
well fertilized and well tended, they 
will yield plenty for the table, plenty 
for the home barrel, and a large sur­ 
plus for market either fresh or made 
into pickles. String beans are easily 
grown, and in our market bring a good 
price. In short, by good cultivation, by 
making the garden produce the most 
and best, by marketing early and in 
good condition, almost any garden veg­ 
etable may be grown to yield a big 
profit.—Practical Farmer.

Smut in corn cannot be remedied by 
immersing in some liquid, as it can^ 
with wheat, because it is not in the 
corn as it is in the wheat.

Cooked food for poultry is all right 
to a certain extent, but do not feed It 
oftener than once a day, or your fowls 
will be troubled with bowel complaint. 
liens need vegetables occasionally. 
Fresh beef is also excellent und 
should be given occasionally, lf not 
regularly. If you do uot have the beef 
it will pay you to buy a little once in a 
while. 
When I began raising poultry I was 
unsuccessful, because my chickens 
were troubled with mites and lice. 
Carbolic acid, sulphur and lard, kero­ 
sene emulsion, water in which tobacco 
had been steeped, were used. The lat­ 
ter was effectual, but the chickens 
would soon become Infested again. 
Immersing in the tobacco liquid or 
emulsion once is not enough. I soon 
found that the Inside of the house, 
roosts and nests had to be treated. 
Take a good sprayer or a common gar­ 
den sprinkler and drench the inside of 
the house. Have as little trash aliout 
as possible. Repeat tho operation as 
often as necessary to get rid of Hie 
pests. If the fowls are affected they 
must be washed. This, in cold weath­ 
er, is no easy task, so perform the 
operation iii summer. If, however, It 
must be done in winter, keep a stove 
in the hen-house until the chickens are 
dry, or put them in a warm room. I 
treated my fowls the past winter to a 
kerosene emulsion liath. I prepared 
some warm food containing plenty of 
cayenne pepper, fed this after the 
washing, then put them into a warm 
room and they did very well. 
I make my own condition powders, 
and find them quite as good as those 
already prepared. Use equal part* of 
copperas, alum, resin, cayenne pepper 
and sulphur. Powder each fine and 
then mix. Give one tablespoonful once 
a week for every twenty-five hens. I 
have also put a little carbolic acid in 
the drinking water once In a while. 
But lf the fowls are kept free from 
lice and mites there will lie but little 
difficulty in raising them.—Harriet J. 
Dalton, in Orange Judd Farmer.

Prof. George L. Holter, chemist to 
the 
Oklahoma experiment station, 
writes: 
Not very much has been done with 
Kaffir corn to determine its value as a 
food product. Analyses made from the 
whole plant, sampled at the time the 
crop was harvested, give the following 
results: 
Water, 76.13 per cent; fat, .78 per 
cent; fiber, 6.16 per cent; carbohy­ 
drates, 11.96 per cent; protein, 3.22 per 
cent; ash, 1.75 per cent- 
Given a total yield of 3fe tons per 
acre we would get: 
Water, 8,374.3 
pounds; fat, 85.8 pounds; fiber, 677.6 
pounds; carbohydrates, 1,315.6 pounds; 
protein, 354.2; ash, 192.5. 
This, of 
course, is calculated from the green 
fodder aa a basis. 
The value of a food product Is not 
determined by the number of pounds 
yielded per acre, bat the amount of di­ 
gestible material produced. 
Assuming the grain Kaffir corn to 
have the same coefficients of digesti­ 
bility as the plant—It certainly must 
be higher—we would get from an acre 
1,752.8 pounds of digestible organic 
matter. 
With an average yield of 25 bushels 
corn (maize) per acre we have: Water,

E lectrical M eaaaremeat o f Star!l*bt. 
Prof. Minchin has succeeded In pro­ 
ducing an improved form of selenium 
cell so sensitive that it shows a meas­ 
urable deflection on the electrometer 
when the light of a star Is concentrated 
on it by a telescope. Tile Improvement 
in this cell consists In preventing con­ 
tact between the liquid cell and the alu­ 
minum wire used, by the employment 
of a glass enclosing tube and the con­ 
sequent prevention of local currents 
and leakage. When the instrument is 
used for measuring/ the relative “mag­ 
nitudes” of stars, the results are found 
to coincide very closely with those ol>- 
tained by the photometric method. If 
the distance of a star is known, its in­ 
trinsic energy, I. e., the quantity of 
energy which it radiates into all space, 
can be determined by this instrument. 
Prof. Minchin has measured the electro­ 
motive force of the lights of Jupiter, 
Saturn, Vega, Arcturus, Regulus, Proc- 
yon and some other stars. The light of 
Vega, concentrated by a two-foot re­ 
flector, gave a slightly greater deflec­ 
tion than the light of a candle placed at 
a distance of nine feet.

Lulu May Hollingsworth, one 
of Pearl B ryan’s girl friends, lias been 
boarding at No. 1 H enry street, and 
probably know s n good deal about the 
tragedy. 
She w as taken to police 
headquarters. 
She said th a t Jackson 
wras responsible for Miss B ryan's con­ 
dition. 
She knew th a t Miss B ryan 
w as going to Cincinnati for the pur­ 
pose of procuring an abortion, and 
before she left they bought medicine. 
In her talk w ith the officers she said 
Pearl w as not m urdered, but would 
not tell nil she knew because it would 
incrim inate herself. 
She continued: 
“There w as au occurrence between 
Jackson, P earl B ryan and m yself that 
were I to tell of. would clear up the 
m ystery surrounding her death. H ow ­ 
ever, 1 do not propose to see those 
boys liang. and when the last hope is 
gone I will tell w h at I know in order 
to save their necks. T hey did not kill 
Pearl. 
This is my theory: 
She took 
the medicine while in Jackson’s room 
and died, and the iniys took her body 
across tin* river and cut off the head 
to avoid identification.” 
L ater Miss 
H ollingsworth told the 
police all she knew. 
She said she 
bought for Pearl Bryan three kinds 
of drugs here and Instructed her to 
buy an o th er drug in Cincinnati, but 
to be careful of it as it w as deadly 
poison and would kill her if not used 
correctly. 
Miss Hollingsworth says 
P earl B ryan then said to her: 
"1 will 
go to Cincinnati and take the stuff, 
and if it kills me I will be n ear J a c k ­ 
son and he will have to sw ing for it.” 
Miss Hollingsworth fu rth er says that 
Pearl w as very bitter tow ard Jackson, 
w ho was responsible for her condition. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 12. — Lulu May 
H ollingsworth, the young w om an who 
is supposed to know som ething about 
the F ort Thom as 
m urder 
mystery, 
made another alleged confession to­ 
day. 
She says tin* death of Pearl 
B ryan w as caused by an abortion, and 
th a t it w as perform ed in a stairw ay in 
this city. 
Miss Hollingsworth says 
she perform ed the abortion a t the re­ 
quest of Miss Bryan. 
She also claims 
to have received a letter from Jackson 
In which he explains how and where 
the woman w as decapitated. 
In the 
letter. according to her story. Jackson 
said th at Miss B ryan died In his room, 
that he hired a horse and buggy and 
employed a negro to assist him. 
The 
negro, with the body of Miss Bryan, 
drove to F o rt Thomas, where Jaeksob 
was In waiting. T he negro cut off tlie 
head of 
the young 
w om an with a 
cleaver and Jackson threw it into the 
river front the susjiensinn bridge. The 
police here believe Miss Hollingsworth 
is a notoriety seeker and discredit her 
story. 
So far slio has been unable to 
verify her story, and although the of­ 
ficers have worked constantly they 
have been unable to find anything to 
substantiate it. 
M o r e E v i d e n c e . 
Cincinnati, Feb. 12.—While the au­ 
thorities here a re investigating w h eth ­ 
er Pearl Bryan w as m urdered in this 
city and her body hauled across the 
river to F ort Thom as the grand Jury at 
Newport, Ky., is inquiring into the 
m ystery and indictm ents are expected 
for the m urder in Kentucky. Although 
the decapitated 
body w as 
found a 
week ago last Saturday the head has 
not yet been found. 
It is not known 
w here Pearl was m urdered and how 
she was m urdered or when. 
It has 
been believed she was m urdered F ri­ 
day night, Jan. 31, but to-day the 
theory is held that she w as m urdered 
011 T hursday night. 
And now comes 
the story of May Lulu llollingswortli 
of Indianapolis th a t she was with 
Pearl in Indianapolis when the latter 
bought drugs with suicidal intent, etc. 
As Miss Hollingsworth is regarded as 
an Intim ate friend of Jackson the de­ 
tectives have paid special attention to 
the Indianapolis end of the line to-day 
while the search for the head and all 
possible inform ation w as kept up by 
the otticers here, at Covington, New­ 
port and elsewhere.

San Francisco, Feb. 12.—A body that 
was found on the ocean beach near the 
Cliff house yesterday was to-day ident­ 
ified as that of H. C. Potter, a wealthy 
grain m erchant of Tacoma. Death was 
caused by drowning.

but disappeared two or three days 
ago.

K lattke. daughter, aged eight; E m m a 
K lattke. daughter, aged seven. The 
m em bers of the K lattk e family were 
found dead early this m orning In their 
little cottage a t 297 Berseau avenue, 
two blocks fro.a Cuvier station, a 
suburb on the Chicago & N orthw est­ 
ern railroad. The discovery w as made 
by M atthew Brown, a saloon keeper. 
Mr. Brown, wishing some w ork done, 
called a t th e K lattke residence to se­ 
cure the services of the carpenter. He 
rapped on the door, but there w as no 
response. K now ing th at the K lattkes 
w ere early risers, he becam e sus­ 
picious, called neighbors and broke In. 
In the house he found the seven 
corpses. E ach had a bullet wound In 
the head. In each case the ball had 
penetrated the brain, and death had 
evidently been instantaneous. Beside 
the body of Richard K lattke lay a re ­ 
volver and em pty cartridge shells were 
scattered about the rooms. 
Mr. Brown took a hasty survey only 
of the premises, an d then hastened 1o 
send word to tin* police. A detail of 
officers w as sent to the scene in a pa­ 
trol wagon, an d a m ore careful exam i­ 
nation w as m ade of the surroundings. 
T here seemed but little more to com­ 
plete the tale told by Brown. E very­ 
thing pointed to a deliberately planned 
m urder by the head of the family, and 
a desire to place him self and fam ily 
beyond a n y further earthly troubles. 
A close exam ination of the rem ains 
showed th a t one of the victims alone 
had an y w arning of her fate. This 
was Mrs. K ate K lattke. the wife of 
the murderer.

known in the United States. The fact 
la that Collut Tolstoi is mon* appre­ 
ciated abroad than at horn**. He also, 
Ilk** the greater num ber of our writers, 
is the friend who will be of the least 
use to them in the tim e of need. He 
teaches, above everything else, that a 
people ’can only be happy when they 
have the few est necessities. 
Hence, 
the return to the prim itive condition, 
which he finds in the simple fife of tile 
peasant. The government is not afraid 
of Tolstoi; the genial dream er is not 
regarded as dangerous. 
Of late Tolstoi has devoted his ef­ 
forts to w riting for the people. He has 
determ ined to turn to tho hundred mil­ 
lion instead of the upper ten thousand. 
He has w ritten a seri«*s of short narra­ 
tive legends, symbolical stories aud 
tales, which, thanks to his disinter­ 
estedness, are,-sold 
for 
about two 
copeks (Ic) a . num b r. These books 
are m eant to give to the Russian peas­ 
ant. who is by degrees awakening from 
a sleep of a thousand years, the food 
which is suited to his mind. They are, 
to a great e x ta n t of a religious nature; 
of that religion which teaches to hold 
out the right cheek when tile left has 
been struck. That is w hat our people 
have been doing all along; it is time 
they changed. 
As a socialist I should adm ire Tolstoi 
exceedingly, but it is a peculiarity of 
his that he is not able to penetrate the 
economical causes of unhappiness and 
misery. “Money is the cause of it all,” 
la* says; and 
although 
he Is very 
wealthy, lie hardly ever i as any money 
about him. 
Tolstoi believes in the Russian peo­ 
ple and distrusts the culture of W est­ 
ern Europe. He cherishes a reverence 
for the universe and for fate, but lias 
none for science, a rt aud culture. In 
his view, nothing depends on science 
or art. Life and death are the two 
great Inscrutable things. 
The great 
sermon whit*"- lift* and death tinily 
preach into til*- car of the author stifles 
the Hoist* of the whole world for him. 
The understanding of men seems to 
him so weak in the face of the enigma 
of fife th a t the simplest intelligence 
here is no better than the highest. And 
the will of man is to be counted as 
nothing In regard to the irresistible 
stream of historic events. It is not the 
leader of the army who In reality leads 
the arm y; fate drives It on. 
Tolstoi is a pure romanticist to the 
extent that he does not seek his ideal 
Is*fore, but behind, him. in the lowest 
classes. Tolstoi does not advance our 
literature, which is not in its deca­ 
dence, but In full prosperity. 
His 
works have been criticised so much 
that it is useless to do so now. “W ar 
and Peace,” “Anna K arenina,” “ Boy­ 
hood and Youth,” as well as his short 
stories, are masterpieces, The “K reut­ 
zer Bemata” I have never read, as it 
was prohibited in Russia, and the rest 
of his other works I shall never read. 
I like to remember Tolstoi by his first 
works, which benefited humanity far 


I more than the little books which the 
; peasant reads without even knowing 
j who has w ritten them. The common 
( lasses of Russia look upon Count 
i Tolstoi as a “Tschndak,” which is near 
Iv as good a term as “crank,” although 
it is a Russian expression. 
I, for my own part. ain sorry that 
' Tolstoi has not continued as he has 
begun, that he has not given us more 
j character* like "Pierre BesukofT” and 
; “Prince Andrew” in "W ar and Peace,” 
and “Levin” in “Anna Karenina.” For 
’ these I feel almost inclined to pardon 
him the description of 
“Ivan” the 
drunkard, and the peasant “Grisclia,” 
who does nothing but beat ills wife — 
Sophie Frholland in New York Lodger. 


H o w I t C a n D e C o n d u c t e d o n a S m a l l 
S c a l e . 
Just now it looks as though we 
would have a dry time during anoth­ 
er rainy season. Rain has been falling 
every day since last Tuesday, and part 
of the time has been more than a gen­ 
tle shower. W ater in our lake is about 
eight ia**hos higher, but it will require 
about twelve to fifteen inches more to 
be as high as a year ago. This, how­ 
ever, is not the subject of this article. 
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Average yields have b**en assumed and

Rains will cease and dry weather 
come again .yet we hope it will not be 
so long and severe as the drouth of til** 
past season. To Im* ready, however, 
for the drouth, if we are ta have an­ 
other, is only profiting by our past ex­ 
perience .and no time is so gtKMl for 
preparation as during the fanners' 
leisure in the winter. After the drouth 
commenced last spring, and muck 
was like an a sh-heap—no loose and dry 
that our celery and enbbageeays 
na 
that our celery, cabbage and other 
plants could not get moisture enough 
to keep them alive, we thought of a 
“pump” we had seen the cut ami de­ 
scription of. in some farm paper a 
long tim e ago .as being just what we 
needed to get the w ater out of Hie 
ditch or creek and onto the surface. 
R ather late in tin* day, but we went 
to work and made a double pump, as 
follows: One piece 2x4, dressed and 
exactly four inches wide, and eight 
feet long; two pieces, 1x4, six feet 
long; two boards, 1x12, six feet long. 
W hen nailed together, we had each 
side of the 2x4 a cham ber four inches 
square and six feet long. ’I he top of 
tho 2x4 piece was six inches above the 
others a t the top and eighteen inches 
below the others at the bottom. This 
rested on the bottom of the creek. 
I 
nailed a square piece over each end at 
the bottom, w ith a two-inch hole 
through it and a valve on the upper 
stile. Plunger rod and bucket xvitli a 
valve (like regular pump bucket, only 
It was square) for each chamber, and 
attached at the top to a handle set in 
a m ortise and 
working on a 
Ixdt 
through the top of th** 2x4 piece. The 
handle is tw o and a half indies wide, 
one inch thick, of good oak about four 
foot long .and a round pin through 
each end. A fter tlit* hole was made in 
one of tho sides to let out the w ater 
and a wide spout fitted to receive th** 
discharge from Infill pumps, it was 
ready for work and looked something 
like this: 
The troughs to conduct the w ater 
are made of 1x0 hemlock, sixteen feet 
long for the side, and lxS hemlock, 
same length, for bottom ,or w ater ran 
be run In sm all ditches. A very rude 
and cheap affair, but when I tell you 
that two small boys will throw a gal­ 
lon of w ater a second, nearly two 
bushels a m inute, and keep it up for 
an hour a t a time, you will say the 
pump is a “daisy.” Had I had this 
pump before setting my plants. 
I 
should have been many dollars ahead 
at the harvest time. This w inter I 
shall m ake two more of these pumps, 
six indies square, instead of four, and 
ex|M*ct to throw with them about dou­ 
ble the quantity of w ater, or about 
four barrels per minute, and don’t in­ 
tend the cost will exceed $2 each for 
m aterial and work.—Lucie Dudley, in 
Michigan Farm er. 


W h a t t o P l a n t f o r P r o f lt . 
For profit in the garden, plant a large 
patch of sweet coni—two kinds—one of 
the early varieties, such as early N er- 
mont or other reliable sorts, and the 
Champion, which makes very fine large 
ears for later use. Prepare the ground 
carefully, m anure in tho hill, cultivate 
freely, boe and keep free from weeds. 
In ever}’ third or fourth hill plant Hub­ 
bard squash seeds. W hen corn is right 
for table use, eat all you eau. dry or 
can all you wish for winter use, aud 
there will still be plenty of tine ears to 
m arket a t IO or 12 cents per 
dozen. 
While you are doing this, squashes are 
growing, aal*! when gathered in the fall 
will scil readily at 2 to 3 cents per 
pound. Hubbard squashes we think do 
better planted with corn in this way 
than when given separate ground, aud 
while not growing as large as some 
other sorts, m arket better. We keep 
bugs off the vines by applying wood 
ashes when the dew is on th** vines. 
To increase the size of squashes, pinch 
off ends of vines, also pick some of tho 
later blossoms and small fruit that will 
not mature. 
Guru milers may also profitably be 
raised in the garden. Planted in rows, 
well fertilized and well tended, they 
will yield plenty for tin* table, plenty 
for tin* home barrel, and a large sur­ 
plus for m arket either fresh or mad*) 
into pickles. String beans are easily 
grown, and in our market bring a good 
price. In short, by good cultivation, by 
making the garden produce the most 
and best, by m arketing early and in 
g*Mxl condition, almost any garden veg­ 
etable may be grown to yield a big 
profit.—Practical Farm er.

In cutting down large trees for 
saw logs, or trees that do not stand 
straight, those th at lean badly arc 
sure to split and spoil some of the butt 
logs, lf the farm er will put a good, 
stout cable chain around the body of 
the tree, as shown in the cut, they will 
not have any trees split up, as they 
are sure to do without. At a is tilt* 
place to put th** chain around the tree, 
and hook. Now slip chain down to b, 
or within four or six inches of row 
m arked c. If the chain is not tight, 
drive in sonic wooden wedges uutii the 
chain is tight.

Frof. George L. Holter, chem ist to ! 
the 
Oklahoma 
experim ent 
station, 
writes; 
Not very much has been done with 
Kaffir corn to determ ine its value as a 
food product. Analyses made from the 
whole plant, sampled at the time the 
crop was harvested, give the following 
results; 
W ater, 70.13 per cent; fat, .78 per 
cent; fiber, 0.10 per cent; carlmhy- 
drates, 11.1)0 per cent; protein. 3.22 per 
cent; ash, 1.75 per cent. 
Given a total yield of 514 tons per 
acre we would get: 
W ater, 8,374.3 
pounds; fat, 85.8 pounds; fiber, 077.0 
pounds; carbohydrates, 1,315.6 pounds; 
protein, 3542; ash, 102.5. 
This, of 
course, is calculated from the green 
fodder as a basis. 
The value of a food product is not 
determ ined by the num ber of pounds 
yielded per acre. but the am ount of di­ 
gestible m aterial produced. 
Assuming the grain Kaffir corn to 
Lave the same coefficients of digesti­ 
bility as the plant—It certainly must 
be higher—we would get from an acre 
1,752.8 pounds of digestible organic 
m atter. 
W ith an average yield of 25 bushels 
corn (maize) per acre we have: W ater. 
221.2 pounds; fqt. 54.7 pounds; fil>er. 
22.1 
pounds; 
carbohydrates, 
1)43 
pounds; protein, 144.3 pounds; ash, 
14.7 pounds; giving a total product for 
the acre of 1,400 pounds, excluding the 
fodder produced. 
Each ton of well cured corn fodder 
(stover) contains 808 pounds of digest! 
hie organic m atter. Now if we add to 
the digestible fodder of an acre the di­ 
gestible corn produced, we have a total 
of digestible m atter of 1,752.8 pounds. 
Then, by comparing results .we get 
in digestible m atter for the acre of 
Kaffir corn—grain and fodder—1,752.8 
pounds, as against 842 Rounds of di­ 
gestible corn and balder included with 
the corn—counting one ton well cured 
fodder per aer® 1,710 pounds. 
From the nature of the case these 
flgfires represent approx-iinatjoui only.

I make my own condition powders, 
and find them quite as good as those 
already prepared. Tse equal parts of 
copperas, alum, resin, cayenne pepper 
and sulphur. Pow der each fine and 
then mix.

E l e t r i r l e a l M e a s u r e m e n t off S t a r l i g h t . 
Prof. Mlnchin has succeeded in pro­ 
ducing an improved form of selenium 
cell, so sensitive that it shows a meas­ 
urable deflection on til** electrom eter 
when the light of a star is concentrated 
on it by a telescope. The improvement 
in this cell consists In preventing con­ 
tact between the liquid cell and the alu­ 
minum xvire used, by Hi** employment 
of a glass enclosing tube and the con­ 
sequent prevention of local currents 
aud leakage. W hen th** instrum ent is 
us*-*! for measuring] the relative “mag­ 
nitudes” of stars, toe results are found 
to coincide very closely xvitli those ob­ 
tained by the photometric method. If 
th** distance of a star is knoxvn. its in 
trinal® energy, i. e., th** quantity of 
energy which It radiates into all spice, 
can be determ ined by this instrument. 
Prof. Mlnchin has measured the electro­ 
motive force of tile lights of Jupiter, 
Saturn, Vega, Arcturus, Regulus. Proc 
yon and some Other stars. The light of 
Vega, concentrated by a two foot re­ 
flector, gave a slightly greater deflec­ 
tion than the light of a candle placed at 
a distance of nine feet.
